WASHINGTON, June 25.—Spain wants peace and has sent from Madrid a 
feeler to learn what the American people will demand. This feeler has been pre- 
sented as an American proposal, but the State’ Dpartment officials enter an absolute 
and unqualified denial to the rumor that the United States has made a proposition for 
peace. 

The terms alleged in the Madrid cable are that the United States is to have per- 
manent possession of Porto Rico, the independence of the island of Cuba under a 
protectorate of the United States is to be declared, the establishment of a naval sta- 
tion for United States warships at the Philippines and authority to establish a coaling 
station for warships in the Canaries

WASHINGTON, June Secretary Long believes that Admiral Sampson began a bombard- 


ment of the forts of ‘Santiago at the break of day this morning and that the two forts that guard 
the city from the sea are now in the possession of Americans. Secretary Alger and Gen. Miles are 
hourly expecting news of an attack on the outer defenses of the city by Gen. Shafter’s fi@ces. 

This belief is based on the agreement reached by Admiral Sampson, Gen, Shafter and, Gen. 
Garcia at their conference Monday. At this conference it was decided that Admiral Sampson should 
begin the conflict by firing on the half dismantled forts at the entrance to Santiago Harbor, and 
later attempt to take possession of the fortifications around the harbor. 

While this demonstration by the navy was in progress it was agreed that Gen. Shafter and his 
Cuban allies should attack the Spanish lines outside of the city. When Admiral Sampson had fin- 
ished his work of destruction he was to signal Gen, Shafter, and an advance on the city was to fol-

low. 

By Sunday it was calculated that the city would be practically in possession of the American 
forces. The lines of campaign agreed on by Admiral Sampson, Gen. Shafter and Gen. Garcia were 
cabled in naval cipher by Admiral Sampson the authorities at Washington.

News from Shafter’s advance lines cannot be quickly transmitted to Washington, ag it requires 
some time to get from the front to the cable stations.

Shaiter’s reports to Gen. Miles indicate that the Spamiards have concentrated « 
portion of their troops at Sevilla, probably because of the strategic :dvantage they 
would have if Shafter attempted to cross the San Juan River with his command. 

Shaiter can be depended upon, however, to find some manner in which to cross 
the river where the enemy cannot repulse him with their limited contingent of troops. 
American modes of warfare, of which Shafter is a master, will place the Spaniards in 
such a position that they will not know where to be on the defensive, since he will 
probably resort to the same tactics employed by Sampson in protecting the landing of

The Spaniards control that part of the country which lies west of the San Juan 
River, but it is merely a narrow strip which runs down to the channel of Santiago Bay. 
In this part of the province alone it is admitted that the enemy is strongly fortified and 
prepared, perhaps for desperate resistance, since along the channel the Morro, Estrella 
and other forts are situated, while the river at the extreme cast furnishes fortifications 
behind which the Spanish would be able to fight well or until they are convinced it 
would be uscless to resist 

Cuban scouts advancing in the undergrowth which lines both sides of the river 
will arouse the bushwhackers to preliminary action, and thus compel them to reveal 
their places of concealment. Betore reaching the river Shafter will encounter the rail- 
road which runs from Aguadores to Santiago on his march from Sevilla. but once 
clear of the valley mentioned, where the Spanish could niake a determined stand. he 
will have an easy journey along the San Juan, which passes the City of Santiago two 
miles to the east. 

Krom the city. however, there 1s a road which runs directly to the river's bank 
and crosses it over a substantial bridge 

The road runs right into the heart of the Span‘sh city, at whose portal Shafter 
will probably engage tn the battle which will give his forces possession of the entire 
province. Gen. Miles does not possess any roseate ideas that Shafter’s victory will be

CARROLLTON, UL, June 3.—William FB 
Jackson and Frank Ainsworth, who at- 
tempted to hold up the north-bound express 
on the Burlington at the Chicago & Alton 
crossing at Whitehall last night at 10:35, 
were brought here this morning by Sheriff 
Robinson and lodged in jail The boys 
were arrested in Roodhouse this morning 
by Marshal Henry of Whitehall, waived ex- 
amination and were turned over to the 
sheriff. 

Jackson said he was 20 years of age. Hig 
parents are dead. He talked nervously, 
but freely, and said that last night in 
Roodhovuse, at $ o'clock, he and Frank 
Ainsworth, son of W. H. Ainsworth, a 
wealthy merchant of Roodhouse, planned 
to go to Whitehall and rob the north- 
bound express on the Burlington. Atins- 
worth was to mount the engine, and, with 
his revolver, hold the engineer, while he 
(Jackson) disconnected the engine. After 
this was done they were both to bring the 


engineer and fireman with them and enter” 


the express car and compel the agent to 
open the express safe and turn over the 
money and valuables. 

When the train stopped for the Chicago & 
Alton cressing. Ainsworth mounted the en- 
gine cab, but Jackson's heart failed him and 
the train pulled out with Ainsworth. Jack.

DEMOCRATIC DOCTRINE ON

What Is the doctrine of the Democratic party touching the new colonial policy which 
some ardent spirits are advocating so earnestly?

Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Bryan oppose the annexation of Hawali, the PhWippines and other 
distant lands as being contrary ¢o the spirit of American institutions @nd an abandon- 
ment of American tradition. And both speak as Democratic party men. They claim 
their views as reflecting not only sound national policy, but as historic elements of 


party faith.

Thomas Jefferson, the first 


Democratic President, procured the annexation of Louisiana, whereDy an enormous tract 
of land exteeding 1,000,000 square miles was acquired. Florida was obtained by treaty 
under President Monroe in 1819, when the Democratic party was absolutely supreme, 
all opposition having disappeared. In 1844 a treaty was negotiated by which Texas was 
to be acquired. This failed owing to the opposition of the Democrats in the Senate, 
who denounced it as a Tyler trick, designed to insure the nomination and election of 
that discredited Democrat to the Presidency for a secondtterm. But at once Benton took 
up the project, and in the last hours of the Tyler Administration a joint resolution of

Sunday was a remarkable day. A cool e: 
wind blew out of the northwest, reducing 
the early morning temperature to the 
neighborhood of ®. 

The week closed with a warm wind blow. 
ing from the south [fn this locality ang 
heavy wind, thunder and rain in the séce- 
tion between Pittsburg and the Atlantie 
Coast.

The car is 36 feet long over all, by 9 feet high by 10 feet wide. In each end is 
an ice bunker, the two having a capacity of 7000 pounds of ice. The car is insulated 
with five courses of paper between the inside and outside walls. In the middle of the 
roof is an opening which leads into a lume communicating with the ice bunkers. 
The warm air as it enters the flume is carried over the ice, cooling it almost to the 
freezing point, and thence into the car. 

The warehouse. foot of Gratiot street, where the car will be loaded, and where 
the perishable goods will be stored until the day of departure, has a capacity of 1000 
tons of ice, 15,000 being used there in one season. The cooling rooms will hold be- 
tween 50,000 and 75,000 tons of freight. 

The cars will start from St. Louis in the early morning of July 2, thus insuring 
It will be iced a second time 
at Chattanooga, to insure the arrival of the contents in a properly refrigerated con- 
dition. 

The departure of the car in the early morning of July 2, will make it necessary 
that all the supplies be delivered at the City Hall by Friday night. 

From the cooling warehouse at the foot of Gratiot street, the car will be ferried 
across the river to the tracks of the Louisville & Nashville Railroad. The Louisville 
& Nashville will shunt the car through on record-breaking time. 

At Chickamauga the car will be received by Col. H. G. Sharpe, Chief of the 


' Commissary at Camp George H. Thomas, and a Post-Dispatch representative. The 


work of distribution will begin at once, and be’ore noon on the Fourth every pack- 
age will have made its recipient glad.

Matters Have Adjusted Themselves to 
the New Conditions and No 
Trouble Is Feared.

NEW YORK, June 2.—The stock market 
was only moderately active to-day and 
was irregular in the early dealings. The 
neys of the sharp engagement with the 
Spanish forces before Santiago, while fur- 
nishing satisfactory evidence of the prow- 
ess of our men, was still a reminder that 
hereafter we must expect to hear of greater 
losses in the war, and there was a disposi- 
tion to realize profits over Sunday.

If the charter amendments are defeated it 
will be a rare instance of a victory by un- 
organized forces over the most perfect or- 
ganization. 

So far the opponents of the amendments 
have not succeeded in effecting an organi- 
zation which approaches that of the friends 
of the measure. 

In every precinct In the city there Is an 
orcantization, active, aggressive, alert, 
quick to do the bidding of the leaders and 
powerful in the creaticn of voting streng h. 
Republican clubs in every ward are work- 


ing for the measure. The organization is 
not confined to the Republicans. It Is re- 


celving aid from Democrats, 
{ } this machine is an unorgan- 
ized body of voters, many of whom have as

yet taken no im-erest In the election. This 
body comprises a large proportion of che 
silkstocking vote, which ordinar.ly ia not 


ameénable to organization. and usually takes 
little interest in spectal elections. It com- 
prises a great mass of other voters who 
need only competent leaders to make them 
an effective fighting force. 

Scattered throughout the city are various 
orgs nizations, mostly of a special nature, 
commercial associat.ons and the lke, that 
have declared against the amendments, and 


are working against them with commend- 
abl. vigor. but their influence is netessar- 


ily limited.

But this is nearly the extent of the opposi- 
tiolu organization. 

An important feature of the situation Its 
that lack of organization on the part of the 
opponents of the amendments cuts them out 
of the right to have watchers at the polls 
The appointment of watchers is «ntirely out 
of the hands of the Election Commissioners. 
The election law does not contemplate an 
election like this one, in which party lines 
are not drawn, and a great deal of confu- 
sion is the result. For example, the law 
provides that watchers shall be appointed 


by the political organizations, each being 
entitled to one inside the polls and one 
outside. These watchers are provided with 


cards by the part:es appointing them, which 
insure their recognition and protection at 
the polls. In this case there {fs no organiza- 
tion opposed to the amendments with au- 
thority to appoint watchers. On the other 
side, there is organization, with power to 
do this, since it may be done through the 
regular Republican precinct committees, 
wherever they are controlled by the friends 
of the amendments, 

The result will be, unless a general organ- 
ization is formed against the amendments, 
there will be no watchers for the opposition. 
Speaking on this point, Election Commis- 
sioner Saunders says: 


“The law under which we are working 
recognizes only party lines and party or- 
ganizat.ons. In this election party lines 


and organizations are supposed not to cut 
any figure. R'ghtly the judges and clerks 
should be chosen from among those who 
are for and against the amendments, but 
this cannot be done. We must follow party 
lines. 

“We are having some difficulty getting 
judges and clerks to fill up the lists. There 
have been so many removals that in some 
precincts it Is almost impossible to find 
lezal voters to act as judees and clerks.” 

It ts now thought that between 30,000 
and 49.000 men have lost their votes 


through removals. It is from this class 
that illegal voting may be expected. It Its 
understood that the Civic Federation {is at 
work upon a plan to get compete lists of 
all who are entitled to vote, for the use 
of challengers at the polls. 

An editor'al in a morning paper int!mat- 
ing that two of the Election Commission- 


ers are running things without regard for 
the wishes of the third was commented 
, on hv Mr. Saunders. 

“The - writer of that article,”’ sald he, 
‘‘merely confesses tgnorance, I'll venture

Mr. Mesch directiy charged him with 
starving through pride, when willing hands 
were within reach. 

The old man sank into a chair and 
sobbed.

He had expected that death would come 
ere the end of the week. That was why 
he said: “‘Come in Saturday.” He could 
be alone with starvation while friends were 
in call, but had a horror of remaining un- 
cared for after death. 

He told the Whole story, how his meager 
store of money had gone penny by penny 
for bread in the last weeks; how he had 
hoped against probability that aid would 
come through some channel other than 
charity while his dying strength and the 
face in his mirror told him of the flight 
of time; how he had closed his nostrils 
and held them shut with his fingers to keep 
out the maddening odor of cooking viands 
from across the hall; how he looked at 
the painted Dead Sea and evolved the salt 
coffee, and finally how he hoped for death 
when hope gave way to despair.

Klinger has worked on his panorama for 
18 months or more, and during that time 
spent all the money he had saved from 
the wages of 17 years of work in various 
branches of art, chiefly lthography. 

He ts an Austrian and speaks no English. 
Two years ago he fell out with his em- 
ployers and, although apparently skilled in 


his calling, was unable to get further 
work. 


He conceived the idea of building a pano- 
rama of Palestine, showing all the points 
of importance in Biblical history for the 
better instruction of CunGny Oe schol- 
ars, 

The artist wae actuated by a desire to 
achieve something which would be of bene- 
fit In {nculeating the teachings of the holy 
book in the youthful mind, rather than the 
common greed of money. 

A bachelor, 5% years old, with neither kin 
nor intimate friends, his wants were few 
and the cost of a livelihood amall. He had 
some two or three hundred dollars, enough 
to buy the materials for the panorama and 
keep him from want -until the pahorama 
should be sold, | 

And so he began, and worked with a light 
heart. Out of canvas, wood and pasteboard 
he fashioned the little counterpart of the

Lawrence a few days ago explained that 
he had stopped the London check because 
he discovered that his account there was 
overdrawn. He wrote to Sheedy at Alex: 
andria, but the letter was not received, and 
believing that the trip to St. Louls was 
necessary to collect, Sheedy came here to 
consult his friend, Attorney McDonald. 

Sheedy thought he was a victim. Ina 
letter to Former Chief of Police Harrigan 
he said: “I will spend $10,000 to collect that 
debt.” 

That is Pat Sheedy.

snake-bitten, many times multiplied in in- 
tensity, and while the effects of the gila’s 
bite have been somewhat modified under 
medical treatment, he Is etill in a terrible 
condition.

Terrific headaches divided the sufferer’s 
attention with the shooting pains in his 
body, and for hours he would be delirious. 

And there was always present the dread 
specter of the superstition of the Southwest 
which marks as fate’s victims those who 
cross the gila’s path. 

Hershon is a frontiersman. His home 
and family are at Oregon City, Ore., and 
he was journeying thither from Mexico 
when bitten. 

He is now in St. Louts being treated by 
Dr. C. A, Newcomb, who has offices in the 
Century building. 

Hershon’s accident befell him in a pecu- 
liar way and in a peculiar place. 

He was on a Mexican Central train cross- 
ing the Rio Grande at El Paso; having 
some parrots in the baggage car he rode in 
that car crossing the river in order to pro- 
tect his feathery curios from harm in 
the crush and melee which accompanies the 
Custom House inspector's visit. 

The gila was in a rudely constructed 
wooden cage next to the parrots. Her- 
shon’s finger rested for an instant on one 
of the wooden bars of the reptile’s cage. 

In that instant Hershon felt a sharp sting 
at the end of the finger. 

There were two small punctures and just 
a tiny speck of blood to mark each. At 
the time Hershon did not know what had 
bitten him or that there was a gila any- 
where nearer than the desert the train had 
left south of the river. 

In the confusion incident to crossing the 
line with a lot of baggage Hershon neglect- 
ed to find out what had caused the sharp 
sting and the pin point blood spots. 

After getting well started on this side of 
the Rio Grande Hershon went back to the 
Pullman. If he experienced any pain he did 
not attribute it to the sting in the baggage 
car, which had been forgotten 

That night he had not been asleep long 
before he was awakened by excruciating 
pains darting all over his entire body, be- 
ing severest in his left arm. 

His hand was swollen twice its normal 
size and the skin was almost purple. 

The two red specks were clearly defined 
on the dark skin of the middle finger. 

Hershon had a high fever and was quite 
naturally greatly alarmed at his condition. 
He was as much surprised as alarmed and

Hershon remembered the momentary sting 
that accompanied their appearance e.

“I found the man in a terrible condition,” 
said Dr. Newcomb, “and, like him, I 
thought he was very close to death.

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FATHER’S CRIME 


UIN, desolation and death lie in the 
wake of Charles M. Charniey, the 
embezsgiing treasurer of the Presby- 

terian Board for Aid for Schools and Acad- 
@mies of Chicago. Char: ley decamped for 
Parts unknown Sept. 3, 1897, a defaulter to 
the tune of over $83.00. Of this sum, $63,000 
he stoe bodily from the Presbyterian 
Board of Aid, the remainder from the 
Fourth Presbyterian Church of Chicago, 
of which he was treasurer. 


Since that time the fam ly of Charnley, 
consisting of a charming wife, one daugh- 
ter and three sons, has been completely 
Wrecked and not one member now lives in 
Chicago. Two sons, smarting with shame 
and embarras«ment, concluded they could 
mo longer look the world in the face, and 
both committed suicide. 


The first son to ki!!! himself was James 
Charniey, Jr., named for a brother of hs 
father. Nov. 23, 1897, he left Chicago for 
Milwaukee. Arriving there. he went to the 

ister Hotel, took a room and on the 
following day his body was found lying 


across a bed in his room with a jagged 
bullet wound in his right temple. An exam- 
ination showed that he had fired the shot 
to make death douhly sure, as enough 
morphine was found in his stomach to kill 
ha'f a dozen men. The body was interred 
and all memory of the case dropped for 
the time being. 

June 6. two weeks ago, another Charniey 
death dispatch flashed over the wires. It 
came from L»s Ange'es, Cal., and containe: 
the deta'is of Charles M. Charniley, Jr., the 
namesake of his fleeing father. Young 
Charnley was in Los Angeles with his 
brother, L. L. Charnley, the two rooming 
together at a hotel. When L. L. Charnley 
awoke in the morning he feund his broth- 
er’s body lying in a chair. A bullet hole 
in the right temple told all. He had been 


dead several hours. Charles M. Charnley, 
Jr., was @& years old, and at the time ef 
his death was possessed of several hundred 
dollars. The body was shipped East for 
bur.al.

away. Charnley was a leading Chicago 
lumberman, and had been treasurer of the 
Presbyterian College Aid Society and the 
Fourth Presbyterian Church for over 15 
years, He was trusted implicitly. He 
Was about 51 years old. 


The fact that he was short In his ac- 
counts with the aid society became known 
about one month before he _ disappeared. 
The Board of Trustees decided to put aim 
under surveillance. A detective was em- 
ployed and Charniey was constructively un- 
der arrest. He was allowed every liberty 
and treated with the greatest respect pend- 
ing this t:me, Charnley making every effort 
possib.e to raise the amount of his shortage 


among his friends. On the night of Sept. 8 
1e had an engagement to meet one of his 
brothers under the elevated railroad sta- 
tion at the corner of Lake and Clark 
streets. In company with the detective he 
was taken there. The brother was to cone 
on a car to the meeting point. Charniey 
was a little near-sghted and on this ac- 
count he asked the detective to keep a close 
lookout for the brother.

“Isn’t that him?” he finally asked, at the 
same time pointing out a man on an ap- 
proaching car. The car stopped. the de- 
tective watched the man pointed out by 
Charnley, and when the former was satis- 
fied the man was not Charniey’s brother 
he turned, only to find that the whole plot 
Was prearranged and that Charniley had 
disappeared. That night it was ascertained 
that Charniley had taken a train for Phiia- 
delphia. No trace of him has been obtained 
since, although skilled detectives have been 
constantly running down every possible 
clew. 


Charnley was a graduate of Yale, he hav- 
ing been born in New Haven, Conn. He 
was 51 years old at the time of his defalca- 
tion and stood very high in business and 
social circles His downfall was due to epec- 
ulation, the broker through whom he made 
most of his deals informing the American 
Surety Co., in which Charnley was secured 
to the extent of $20,000, that he would give 
$10,000 towards repaying Charniey’s short-

SUDDEN DEATH IN ICE WATER.

Its direct ef- 
fect is to contract the capillaries. the small 
blood vessels of the stomach, throwing the blood 
back into the heart. If one’s heart is weak tt 
may not be able to handle the sudden inflow of 
blood and paralysis may be produced, causing 
death.

“That prophecy was to them like the 
voice of God delivered through man. 

“Mother had in former years admonished 
us against the doctrine of the Methodists, 
but th'!s preacher changed her mind, She 
embraced the creed, as did all of us, In @ 
brief time. That was In 184 and I was B® 
years old. 

“That same year! was licensed as an ex- 
horter and went up the Missouri River to 
preach the gospel in the trading camps and 
settlements. I remember \now the people used to listen to me, 
eagerly and joyfully. 

“They attended meeting those days with muskets in their hands 
and long knives in their belts, for Indians were in. the woods, 

“At Glasgow and Carrollton the people formed congregations 
and each settlement built a little log church while I was there. 

“When I got back home Henry had been gone some time, hay- 
ing become an exhorter also. I was then regularly ordained as an 
itinerant preacher and started out again, this time astride of a 
horse, with my Bible and a few articles of clothing in the saddle 
bags. 

“And for 50 years I traveled thus, nor am I unwilling to con- 
tinue it now. 

“Through Missouri, Illinois, Iowa, Kansas and Minnesota I 
rode. Every day I preached, sometimes to only a dozen harvesters 
in the fleld, but I was of the Lord’s harvesters and passed none by. 

“sais great country grew and. prospered under my eyes. To- 
day a little log cabin in a clearing; to-morrow neighbors; a few 
days more a hamlet; anon a bustling village; a year, thatched 
hut stood within a city.

“My brothers became engaged in religious work, as each thought 
himself fitted. 

“Sister Mary married the Rev. William Winter, an itinefary 
Methodist minister of Warren County. 

“Catherine married the Rev. Henry Millemeyer and his cirevit 
took him to lowa. 

‘‘Father and mother moved to Iowa fn the early 60's. Contented 
and happy in their old age, they died secure in the knowledge 
that He whose prophecy of a great blessing upon their children 
had been fulfilled in thelr life, would care for the children until | 
the end, 

“As age unfitted us for active ministerial service, we were re- 
tired one by one. Rudolph still remains in the fleld. Although 
Henry and Frederick and I are no longer preaching we are still, 
regular ministers and will remain so until death. 

‘Four years ago when I quit preaching I came to Edwardsville, 
where three of my children and their families reside.

TANDING before the lion cage the 
other night, I found in the great male 


beast who dominates everything with- 


in his rea@h, the most extraordinary animal 
resemblance to man I have ever seen. 

Involuntarily I hailed this lion by the 
name of his distinguished prototype, and I 
said: “Richard Croker in some previous in- 
carnation, here you certainly are.” 

The etriking characteristic of Pianka's 
magnificent lion is also Mr. Croker’s lead- 
ing trait, It is a capacity for remaining 
quiet, 

Certainly for full half an hour Mr. Rich- 
ard Croker, the lion, as motionless as a 
sphinx, looked me fairly in the face as who 
should say: “Well, here I am, more power- 
ful, as you perfectly well know, than any 
other, or than a whole regiment of others, 
What I set out to accomplish I shall do. 
if I were not fit to be a king among you I 
should never have begun my reign.” 

A very clever reader of faces can tell the 
jeading characteristics of a man, his pro- 
fession or calling, by his eye, and will al- 
ways note the animal resemblance. An 
army man is very easily distinguished by 
his eye, which ts rather the eye of the 
watchdog than that of the eagle, though the 
Jatter is said to typify the warrior. Cavalry 
‘fficers sometimes have the eagle eye, but 
preat generals, such as Washington and 
(jrant, have the watchdog expression, rath- 
er than that of an aggressor. 

The most humane and generous men who 
have risen to prominence es distinguished 
officers of the army, have had eyes, al- 
r:ost without exception, of the same type. 
Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, for example, has the 
eve of mercy and peace. Grant had an eye 
of much the same form and the gaze was 
almost identical. 

The diplomatic eye is typified tn the coun- 
tenance of Pope Leo XIII. The ordinary ob- 
server might be tempted to regard this eye 
ns indicative of craft. This is not so. Di- 
rlomacy is really the art of accomplishing 
freat purposes through tact and k!ndliness, 
Ye have seen such an expression in the 
eyes of certain very sagacious but infi- 
nitely kindly dogs. Crafty-eyed people bear 
a wonderful resemblance to foxes.

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Chauncey Depew has the oratorical eye, 
par excellence. You cannot look into his 
face without seeing the sense of Rumor, 
and without being impressed by the great 
freedom of the movement of his eyes.

Many people are prejudiced against what 
is called the round, cat eye, because they 
believe anything suggestive of cats means 
treachery.
